A Sermon by 
Dean Shaw 


I La.st Suntlay, Dean Shaw the rec¬ 
tor of llie Church of the Ascension, 
preached a sermon on the “Sunday 
lilue Laws,” which arou.sed great in¬ 
terest especially among his own peo¬ 
ple. The following are some extracts 
from the sermon. Text: Mark 2:27 
“The sabbath was made for man; and 
not man for the sabbath.” 

In con.sidering the proper use of 
.Sunda.v and Sunday observances there 
.are two principles at least which are 
to bo, taken into account. 

First: Our dut.v toward God of 
Vv'orship and freedom from work that 
this religious exercise may be car¬ 
ried out. 

Second: The (|uestion of re.st which 
our physical make-up requires and 
freedom from certain sorts of work, 
and recreation especially for those 
who work with their hands. 

Mv purpose this morning is not so 
much to emphasize these two prin¬ 
ciples, but rather to bring to your at¬ 
tention the existence of a propaganda 
that has for its purpose the utter des- 
ti'uction of these two principles. The 
.sacred institution of the Lord’s Day 
is menaced by as dangerous a propa¬ 
ganda as was ever conceived. Ger¬ 
many in her palmiest days never sur¬ 
passed it. 

For the last six months the daily 
press has been presenting for our con- 
'lideration the absurd suggestion that 
the American people are about to 
lo.se their present freedom in obsei-v- 
ing Sunday and having foisted upon 
them the so-called “blue laws” of the 
.seventeenth century. 

There has been growing, unques¬ 
tionably, in this country the feeling 
that the present generation through 
certain subtle influences has been tend 
ing toward an improper observance of 
the Lord’s Day.
